Four street cleaning carts, driven by 
strikebreakers,. and. escorted by Police- 
man Willidm J. Manning, left:Stable R at 
640° ‘Rivington Street, yesterday after 
noon, to clean up the streets of the east 
side.

THE ONLY ISSUE. 

The Rev. Dr, J.. Leonard Levy, who ts 
the fabbi of one of the chiefsynagogues’ 
in the ‘City of Pittsburgh; decliiea to 
attend the mass meeting of the Jews 
of that city on Sunday evening to 
Protest against Russia's attitude in 
respect to American passports. Dr. 
Lavy, in refusing to. sign the call for 
the meeting, ‘declared that the move- 
ment should not be confined to the 
Jews, He’ is further quoted as aay- 
ing: , ’ J 

There is only one isaue, the integrity 
of the American passport. There is no 
such thing as a Jewish . An 
American passport is the assurance of 
entry to, and safe conduct through, 
and. residence in, any country with 
which the United States has treaty 
relations. The question is purely and 
simply one which affects the status of 
two nations in tréaty relations. 

T believe that f speak for many of 
my fellow-citigens of Jewish . faith 
when I say that, as Jows, we ask noth- 
ing of the United States Government, 
but every American citizen is entitied 
to the protéction of thé Government 
in the enjoyiiient of his rights. 

It is entirely true. that the sole issue 
involved is that of the integrity of the 
American’ passport. Ouf Government 
does not issue Jewish passports any 
more’ than it fssués Presbyterian or 
Baptist passports. The trouble with 
Russia arises fromi the fact that she 
divides our passports into classes, some 
of which she déclines.to honor, which 
we contend is in violation of the 
treaty. But while Dr. Levy rightly 
ingists that {t ig an. Ameritan queés- 
tion, not a Jewish question, he ought 
to see that since it primarily and 4i- 
rectly concérns Alherican citizens of 
the Jewish faith, it is their business 
to call the. world’s attention to it. 
Granting all that may be eaid in re- 
spect to the vitality of general prin- 
ciples and in respect to action based 
on altruism, practical men- will’ be 
likely to see and to admilt that if this 
question had not been raiséd by these 
Whom it most immediately affects, it 
would not have been faised at. all. 
That has béen demonstrated in this 
city. The agitation for. a change ih 
Russia’s passport. regulations. was be- 
gun by the Jews, ‘bit; through their 
éfforts and their manner ot presénting 
it, it ceased to be a Jewish. question 
ahd became an American. question, 
It wae treated as-an American quos · 
tion at the meeting-in. Carnegie Hall, 
which was attended by great numbers 
of non-Jewish Americans, and where 
thé #peakers were not 68 that faith/ 
If the issue had not been raised and 
brought to the fore by American Jews,

been pressed for settlement. Every 
Jew who, deserves American citizen- 
ship. should have the manhood, cour- 
age, and patriotism to preserve and 
defend it at whatever cost.

Asking cibility, an Alabama oor- 
Charity respondent wants to know 
* why only the farmer, of 
all business men, is expectéd and éx- 
horted to decréase the cost of living for 
the rest of us by so increasing the ag~ 
€regate of his product as to cut down the 
agéregate of his income. That is, indeed, 
a hard question to answer. The alterna- 
tive to replying, ‘“‘He shouldn't be,” 
which woyld cause embarrassment, is ap. 
parently to ask another question—" Is 
anybody expecting or exhorting the 
farmer to do any such thing?’’ It is at 
least doubtful, and certainly nobody is 
doing it who knows anything about farm- 
ers. 

What the rest of us want the farmer 
to do ts to realize better than he doés, 
and as business men génerally have done, 
that by improving his methods and the 
geale of his production he can increase 
hits total profit while decreasing its per- 
centage.

Was 95 Years Old. 


LONDON, Dec, 11.—Sir Joseph Dalton 
Hooker, surgeon and ‘naturalist, died to- 
day at the age of 95 years.
